Luz, who took refuge aboard | 
a Navy cruiser, was declared | 
unable to continue in office. 

The vote in the Chamber of | 
Deputies naming Ramos was 
185 to 72. The Senate followed 
with a 44-to-19 vote of approval. 

Luz had taken over as pro- 
visional president Tuesday from 
Joao Cafe Filho, who took an 
indefinite leave of absence aft- 
er suffering a heart attack. 

The Army coup was led by 
Gen: Henrique Teixeira Lott, 
who resigned last night as war 
minister in a dispute with Luz. 
Lott moved apparently in an 
effort to insure that President- 
elect Juscelino Kubitschek will 
be inaugurated next Jan. 31. 

Navy Changes Stand. 

At first the Navy refused to 
support the coup by the Army 
and, together with the Alr 
Force, pledged support to Luz. 
But, after a series of confer- 
ences, the Admiralty announced 
the Navy would accept any de- 
cision Congress makes, 

From the Navy cruiser on 
which he took refuge, Luz sent 
a message to Congress claiming 
he remains the legal President. 
His claim was greeted by de- 
risive shouts from the deputies.

Says Gunite sins

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 11 
—Gambling exists “only where 
somebody is paid off for pro- 
tection,” Gov. William G. Strat- 
ton declared yesterday in a 
sharp rebuke to law enforce- 


ment officials in Madison coun- 


ty. 

Answering questions by re- 
porters on recent raids by state 
establish- 
ments, the Governor said that 
local authorities “just 
their shoulders and do nothing” 


despite the fact state police had | 


notified them of the existence | 
of gambling in their areas. 

Gov. Stratton was particu- | 
larly critical of Madison county, | 
which he termed “notorious” 
for its open gambling. 

State police last week raided 
Frank (Buster) Wortman’s Club 
Prevue on U.S. Highway 40 
near Fairmount Park § race 
track and chopped up dice and 
blackjackt tables and roulette 
wheels. 

“We'll keep raiding Madison 
county until we get conditions 
cleaned up there without fur- 


ther notification to local author- 


ities,” he declared. 

The state does not Intend to 
supersede local authorities, he 
explained, but the policy of sup- 
pressing organized, syndicate 
gambling will be continued. 

The Governor denied that 
state police raids were ‘“‘politi- 
cal.” Sheriff Kenneth T. Ogle 
of Madison county had com- 
plained that state police should 
not have conducted raids in his 
county without notifying him. 


Gov. Stratton pledged that 
such raids will continue only 
when local law officials are 
“unable or unwilling to cope 
with lawlessness gambling and 
vice. 

“Let's stop kidding.” he said, 
“they can stop gambling if they 
want to.” 

Singling 
again, Gov. Stratton pointed out 
that state police had received 
a number of complaints in re- 
cent months from individuals, 
newspapers and _ investigators 
about gambling there. 

All such information, he con- 
tinued, was relayed to local au- 
torities so they could remedy 
the situation. State police only 
made raids when the informa- 
tion was ignored, he said 

Gov. Stratton indorsed the 
statement of Phil M. Brown, 
superintendent of state police, 
who named eight counties, in- 
cluding Madison, St. Clair and 
Grundy—the Governor's home 
county — where raids will be 
made without further notifica- 
tion to local authorities. 

However,. Gov. Stratton said 
that if local authorities show a 
willingness to co-operate with 
state police, they will be al- 
lowed to deal with crime on 
the local level.

DOWD DENES He 
FORDHADDISPUT 
ON IVIL RIGHT 


Contends Row With 
Former Jury Fore. 
man Involved Police 
Pay-Off Inquiry. 


Circuit Attorney Edward L. 
Dowd insisted today that civil 
rights were in no way involved 
in a dispute between him and 
Charles Ford, a dispute that led 
to Ford’s resignation as fore- 
man of the circuit court grand 


jury. 

Dowd asserted also that he | 
had no disagreement of any 
kind with any other member of 
the jury. The present foreman, 
John Casey, agreed. 

The circuit attorney took is- | 
sue with the disclosure by the | 
Post-Dispatch yesterday that 
members of the jury had ob- 
jected to the delay of ordinary 
cases in favor of a police pay- 
off inquiry, in violation of the | 
rights of persons in jail. | 

Seventeen persons were in-)| 
dicted ‘yesterday—two on sec- 
ond-degree murder charges, 11 | 
in lottery cases, three on 
charges of operating a hand-| 
book and one on a _ liquor 
eharge. 

More ‘Routine’ Matters 

“Routine” matters again will 
be the order of the day when | 
the jury meets again next Tues- | 
day afternoon. Dowd said he | 
would not proceed with the | 
pay-off investigation until the 
other cases, including tnose of 
persons held in jail awaiting 
grand jury action, are disposed 


of. 

Circuit Judge James FE. Mc- 
Laughlin appointed an attorney | 
yesterday for a prostitute who 
has been held for several weeks 
és a material witness. 

Dowd said yesterday he un- 
derstood Judge McLaughlin's 
instructions to the grand jury 
at the outset’ to mean that it 
should give priority to the pay- 
off case. When told of that, 
the judge said he did not mean 
that the jury should work on 
pay-off cases exclusively, al- 
though he did omit by inad- 
vertence the usual reminder 
that cases of persons in jail 
should be considered first. 

Judge McLaughlin said it was 
clear that the circuit attorney | 
and the jury understood that 
ordinary matters should be con- 
sidered, in view of the fact | 
that 42 indictments returned 
Wednesday were routine in na- | 
ture and only 11 were results | 
of the pay-off investigation. 

Dowd’s Statement, 

Dowd ‘said: 


“When the September term 
grand jury was selected and 
Judge McLaughlin suggested 
the name of Charles Ford as 
the foreman, I pointed out that | 
Ford had so many close per- | 
sonal friends in the police de- | 
partment that it was concelv- 
able that it would impede our 
investigation. 


“Despite this, Judge Mc- | 
Laughlin appointed him fore- | 
man. Durifhg the short time he | 
was on the grand jury and since | 
that time, the circuit attorney's | 
office has had no dispute with 
the grand jury concerning the | 
handling of any criminal cases. 

“The subject of civil rights | 


was not mentioned in connec- 
tion with any matter when Mr. 
Ford was foreman or after- | 
wards. However, shortly after 
I returned from the west coast 
to begin presenting the police 
inquiry, Ford asked me to stop 
the grand jury investigation, 
saying that he would vote no/| 
indictments on any policeman | 
regardless of the evidence. | 
“In the course of our conver- | 
sation, upon being asked, he 
admitted carrying brokerage ac- | 
counts with some of the police 
officers who are under investi- 
gation. .. . He advised me that 
he was responsible for the pro- 
motion of one of the officers 
under investigation. It was then 
that I realized that it would be 
impossible for Mr. Ford to be | 
objective in the police investi- | 
gation. 
“T requested Mr. Ford to vol- | 
untarily withdraw, and he re- 
fused. I requested Judge Mc- 
Laughlin to order his removal | 
quietly and to avoid any possi- 
ble embarrassment to Mr. Ford. 
However, Judge McLaughlin re- 
fused to remove him on the | 
first occasion and I then ad- 
vised him that if he did not | 
remove Mr. Ford, I intended 
to demand a public hearing and 
to file affidavits attacking 
Ford's qualifications as a grand 
jury foreman. | 
“Following Ford’s removal, | 
the grand jury and the circuit | 
attorney's office have worked 
together very harmoniously. I 
have no reason to think this 
co-operation will not continue. 
“When Mr. Ford was foreman 
of the September term 1953 
grand jury, he stated that the 
delay in criminal trials was due 
to the fact that the judges were 
not devoting enough of their 
time to criminal cases. Mr. 
Ford's jury report reads, “This 
grand jury is of the unanimous 
opinion that it is essential that 
least two additional coust- 
Teoms be made available for 
felony trials. The grand jury 
urges the circuit judges and 
other autherized officials to 
take the necessary steps to 
achieve this objective.’” °

The seven weeks of treatment at Fitzsimons Army Hospital 
saw Mr..Eisenhower, in his sixty-fifth year, come back from a 


coronary thrombosis which left 


a scar on his heart muscle and 


saw him gradually resume many of the duties of his office. 
“A-longer period of rest and recuperation now lies ahead 


for him. at his comfortable farm home near the’ battlefield of | 


Gettysburg in southeastern Pennsylvania. 


Almost from the start, the 


President's hospital schedule 
was plotted in advance by his 


physicians along traditional 
lines observed in thousands of 
other coronary cases. The doc- 
tors warned, however, that Mr. 
Eisenhower's recovery might or 
might not follow the standard 
pattern. | 

With perhaps one exception, 
the President’s progress did fol- | 
low the medical schedule, al- 
most day-for-day, week-for- 
week: The close adherence to 
schedule was one of the note- 
worthy features of his conva- | 
lescence. 

No Delegation of Powers. 

It was a factor, for instance, | 
in putting a quick end to specu- 
lation’ that Mr. Eisenhower's 
heart attack might necessitate 
some delegation of his powers 
to others. 

An early, favorable medical | 
opinion on prospects for his | 
recovery together with a re- 
assuring outline of his future 
hospital schedule, undoubtedly 
played a part in insuring that 
a “regency” type of interim 
government, never seen offi- 
cially in this country, did not 
materialize. 

As early as Sept. 26, two days 
after the heart attack, Dr. Paul 
Dudley White, chief architect 


of the medical schedule, set 
forth, in general terms, the 
treatment for the first three 
weeks. 


He gave a full medical de- 
scription of the President's ill- 
ness, in itself reassuring, then 
addea@ that the chances'for a 
complete recovery “were “rea- 
sonably good.”’ 

Treated “Whole Man.” 

Last Monday, looking back 
on six weeks of caring for the 
President, Dr. White summed 
up what the physicians had 
tried to do. 

“We have tried,” he said, “‘to 
treat not simply the heart but 
especially the whole man. For 
they are inseparable and mu- 
tually dependent.” 

As he had before, the noted 
Boston heart specialist de- 
scribed the course of treatment 
prescribed by Mr. Eisenhower's 
doctors as a “middle” ground 
hetween ‘over-caution and more | 
extreme; -even radical, meas- 
ures.

Where Speed Hurts 


To 4 Bator of thé Post-Dispaten: 
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Hard Facts at Geneva 


Whether the “spirit of Geneva” is considered 
to be dead, dying, gravely or slightly strained, 
or just about what it was in the beginning de- 
pends largély on how well that bégifining is 
kept in mind. 

The géneral affability accompanying the meet- 
itig of thé Big Four chiefs of state last July indi- 
cated Such a change in tone and atmosphere 
ftém the éarliér international biekéfings that 
it was regarded as sensational. 

But observers not blinded by the new emotion 
carefully poirted out that this change had not 
been formulated in any spécifié agfeeffiénts. 
The foreign ministers weré to seé if anything 
in that line might be accomplished fjater. Hence 
the current Geneva meeting. 

Alert observers also noticed-a tacit under- 
standing that there need be no hurry abdut 
working out, for example, the German question. 
That is why the reaction of the Germans was so 
bitter. Even the modératés améng then said 
that the summit conférence had made it neces- 
sary for them either fo live for an indefinite 
time with an unsolved problém, or t6 sé@K 4 
diréct German approach to its solutioh. Thé lat- 
ter position obviously was not to the taste of pro- 
Wéstéern Chancéllor Adénater, yét hé did go to 
Moscow. 

é . é 

Thosé awaré of thé considerations which 
made it most improbable, if not impossible, for 
either the East or the West to make at this time 
the concéssions involvéd in German reunifica- 
tion, did not expect a miracle of the foreign 
ministers. 

The immediate reason for Westérn insistencé 
on reunification under these circhmétafices was 
thé hope that such a stand would help Dr. Ade- 
nauer regain his grip on a Strained political 
coalition. The Russians, for their part, are 
plainly stalling for time until Adénauer gives 
way to another chancellor. In thése conditions 
déadlock was inévitable and foréseeable. It is 
not a new, sensational “betrayal” of the Geneva 
spirit. 

Disatmament discussions at Geneva repeated 
this story with variations. Here again there was 
the feeling in advance that no large measure of 
agreement was to we expected at this time. 
Despite thé sensation it ¢auséd last July, Presi- 
détit Eisénhowér’s air tnspectibn proposal was 
not a disarmament plan. Indeed Adm. Rad- 
ford and others felt it would be much more to 
the advantage of the United States than of the 
Soviet Union. So it was agteed apparently to 
return thé disarmament theme to thé United 
Nations as quickly as possible.

Deadlock on thesé two Issues, éspéctally if ac- 
companied by somé relaxations in the commer- 
cial and cultura) fields, should mot mean the 
“spirit of Geneva” must bé abandoned as empty. 
After all, it does réprésént two positive if un- 
signed attainments, One is the recognition that 
the big bombs have made it suicidal for the 
gréat powers to push their interests by force. 
The corollary to this {is that settlements, if any 
must be achieved through diplomacy. 

This did not mean last July, nor does it mean 
now that the differences between East and West 
have ceased to exist. But it implies renunciation 
of war as a means of settling those disputés. It 
implies a continuing effort to négotiate settle- 
ments even though the road to agreement be 
long and rocky. 

Until such settlemefits are achiévéd this coun- 
try must of coursé maintain its military powér 
and abeve all nowrish thé Western alliance to 
sturdy health. Yet, while keeping up our 
sttength and vigilance, wé need té guard against 
panicky counsels of despair. The world is still 
divided, but the world still has no practical 
alternative to peace. 
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Deplorable, Not Deliberate 

In commenting on thé cases of the two Air 
Force enlisted men who were illegally confined 
in City Jail for moré than two months, Cir¢uit 
Attorney Dowd declares there was no deliberate 
intention on the part of his officé to deprive 
anyone of his civil rights. . 

That can be taken for granted. Nobody has 
even hinted, much less charged, that the con- 
duct of Mr. Dowd's office If thesé cases was 
“deliberate’—only déplorable. Théré is quite 
a difference. If thé two airmen were deliber- 
ately deprived of their rights, serious steps would 
be ih ofder. 

Whatever the cause, be it over-zealotisfiess or 
carelessness, the facts are that the two airmen 
were deprived of their libérty without due 
process, and that the Circuit Attorney's office 
is responsible. 

Mt. Dowd says that somé 50 deféndants are 
in City Jail awaiting grand jury action. If any 
of thésé casés parallel those of the two airmeén 
—that is, if the defendants having once been 
freed at a preliminary hearing have subsequéntly 
béen rearrested and dre being féld for the 
grand jury—then Mr. Dowd has a duty to pre- 
sént thé facts {fi the dase to thé jury forthwith. 

St. Louisans expect their Circhit Attérney to 
be zealous in protectifig the ¢onstitutional rights 
arid liberties of all citizens, fficludifig those 
accused of crimes. He would do well to reaffirm 
his intentions in this respect.

Gov. Donnelly’s call for a state bond Issue 
election on Jan. 24 drotisés mixéd féélings.

Neither the Governor nor thé Legislature 
has come close to drawing up 4 specific build- 
ing program for spécific purposes. In his mes- 
sage last January the Governor mentioned a 
total of $55,000,000 to $60,000,000 in building 
expenditurés that might be needed, but offered 
nothing more concrete. The Legislature took 
care to grab control of the expenditures, vetoing 
the Governor's plan to have them supervised by 
a state building commission, but béyond that 
likewise dealt in genéralitiés. 

With the election now set, it is too late to 
place on thé ballot a detdiléd and specific pro- 
gram, similar to that preséntéd in thé St. Louis 
city and cotinty bond elections. But Gov. Don- 
nelly, if he wishes the bonds approved, will do 
as much as he can to overcome this deficiency. 


In Our opinion hé would be wise to appoint a 
citizens committee at once to réview all build- 
ing requests and draw a clear and définite pro- 
gram for the spending of the $75,000,000 if 
voted. Such 4& committee could not, of course, 
commit the Genetdl Assembly, but if the Gov- 
ernor adopted its program as his own and if 
the program were clearly a conscientious, non- 
political effort to met real needs, it would 
carry gréat weight with the public.

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Thunder From the Bench

Thé public cannot know just which officials 
Judge Moore has in mind when he suggésts that 
some are escaping justice. Nor can it know how 
strong is the evidence against them or why 
néarly five years of grand jury investigation has 
failed to bring them to the bar. . 

But Judge Mooré’s gtavé accusation commands 
respect from all who know him and his record. 
The Administration will Bé wiéé to pay heed to 
this premonitory roll of thunder. If it doés not, 
it can be assured of a héavier storm to come.

In the past five months, runaway 
trucks killed 27 persons, injured marty 
others, and left wreck and destruction 
in their wake. In every cate, the atci- 
dents were catsed by brake failure. 


Washington recently took steps to 
curb catastrophes of this kind. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
charged with regulating trucks, is now 
in thé process of writing tighter brake 
regulations for big combination tractor- 
trailer trucks. . 

Representative Frank M. Clark 
(Dem.), Pefinsylvania, a member of the 
House Public Works Committee, has 
called for a congressional investigation 
into highway safety laws, to see if they 
are adequate and dre being properly 
enforced. 

Right now trucks aren't required to 
have an emergency brake system. They 
have the normal service brakes ahd a 
parking brake. But a parking brake 
won't stop a truck when it is moving. 

‘Trucks do have a “break-away” brak- 
ing system that stops trailers if they 
bécome separated. This prevents a dis- 
connected trailer from running wild: 
but so far, no emergency brakés have 
been required to stop trucks if the serv- 
ice brakes go out. 

This doesn't mean that all trucks op- 
erating today have just the minimum 
requirements laid down by ICC. Some 
truckers have put various types of 
emergency brakes on their vehicles to 
safeguard against atcident. . 


Two Emergency Brakes. Studied 


Nobody argues the need for stricter 
regulations. And since last May—whén 
a big moving van roared dowh Nob Hill 
in San Franciseo, killing sévéen persons 
and wrécking a dozen cars—ICC and 
the trucking industry have been work- 
ing together on the problem. 


Two basic types of émérgency brake 
systems are under consideration. 


One type would put brakés on each 
axle to opérate independently of the 
brakes on all other axlés, so that if 
brakes are lost on oné axle, the truck 
could be stopped by applying the 
brakes on the other axles. 

The other system would have an in- 
dependent set 6f brakes for each vé- 
hicl ne for the trattor and one for 
the trailer. If the brakes went out on 
the tractor, the trailef brakés would 
stop the truck, or vice vefsa. 


In Washington, brake manufacturers 
demonstrated to the American Truck- 
ing Association cofvention models of 
braking systéing that would meet the 
requirements of either 


the systems 
u F consideration by ICC 
ere is a big differente in cost be- 


tween the two brake systems — by- 
vehicle or by-axle. While there is a 
higher margin of safety in the by-axle 
method, truckers say it will be too ex- 
pensive to install. 


They claim that a separate system for 
each vehicle will accomplish the same 
results—stop runaway tricks—and yet 
bé cheap enough to maké compliance 
with the regulation comparatively easy 
and suré. 


Preliminary tests, truckers say, show 
that separate vehicle emergency brakes 
stop a truck in about twice the distance 
taken for a tfiick fitted with individual 
axle emergency brakes. 


To fleet owners with several hundred 
trucks, the difference in cost is a big 
item. 


For éxample, on a four-axle rig—two- 
axle tractor ahd two-axlé semi-trailer— 
it will cost bétweett $125 and $250 to 
install a by-axle systém. But a by- 
vehicle unit can be put in for about $25. 


Maintenance Key to Problem 


Maintenance, too, ts a key to the 
problem. A complicated by-axle ar- 
rangement would require more mainte- 
nance than the simpler  by-vehicle 
systém. 


The truckers say that the difference 
in initial safety between the two sys- 
tems would be reduced by the amount 
of maintenance given each one. 


They claim that almost all the major 
accidents can be traced (6 improper 
maintenance of present equipment. 


For example, the accident at Cum- 
berland, Md.—when a truck loaded with 
20 tons of dluminum fran down Big 
Savage Mountain, killing five—resulted 
when friction tape uséd to patch an 
air-brake hose gave way. 

So a system that requires less mainte- 
nance would stand a better chance of 
being kept in good repaif. 

Affected by the coming regulations 
will be an estimated 1,500,000 combina- 
tion trucks operating in interstate com- 
métte, plus about 70.000 new trailers 
built each year. It will take at least a 

éar to equip all trucks with. a new 
brake system once the order is issued. 

Trucks that operate solely within a 
state do not come under ICC regula- 
tidns, so it will be up to individual 
states to décide if similar requirements 
will be made on their intrastate trucks. 

These factors will be weighed by the 
commissioners whén they decide on 
what type of régulation to adopt. It is 
possible hat a compromisé may be 
reached—by-vehicle brakes for trucks 
in operation now, and by-axle brakes 
on new onés.

The 
judge appoints the registrars on 
jury recommendations. 


The three complained that 
they had been “harrassed, 
worried and brought into fed- 


‘ eral court ... despite that the 


acts charged against them were 
done in complete good faith.” 
A warning by counsel for the 
Negroes that similar suits may 
be brought in behalf of other 
Negroes, the registrars added, 


constitutes a continuing menace, 


threat and intimidation.” 

Such a situation, they de-| 
clared, hangs over them as a 
menace “should they examine 
the qualifications of any person 
as a voter.” 

The court judgment, deliv- 
ered at nearby Columbus, Ga., 
Sept. 20, directed that the $880 
damages be paid equally by 
Banks, chairman of the board of 
registrars, and Martin, a mem- 
ber. Lay, two county commis- 
sioners and the mayor of Cuth- 
bert originally were named in 


‘ the suit but were dropped dur- 


ing the trial. 

The 22 Negroes had sought 
damages of $10,000 each or 
$220,000 in all. The award of 
$40 each was made by a jury 
after United States district 
Judge W. A. Bootle had directed 
a verdict of guilty against Banks 
and Martin on charges of con- 
spiring to deprive the defen- 
dants of their voting rights.

In Increasing Herd

OME people feel that deer hunting is an unwar- 
G ranted sport which nothing can justify. And, of 

course, there is no reason why anyone should hunt 
deer who feels this way. Yet the fact is that we can 
either have a deer 
season during which 
a fairly large pro 
portion of the an- 
nual increase is har- 
vested and, at the 
same time maintain 
a large and healthy 
deer herd or we can 
go back to the situa- 
tion which existed in 
Missouri not so 
many years ago, 
when, with no deer 
season whatever, the 
whitetails were on 
the road to extinc- 
tion. Most of wus 
would, I believe, pre- 
fer to have 100,000 
or more deer roam- 
ing the forests and 
prairies of Missouri 
with an annual hunt- 
ing season, than we would to have no hunting sea-

The reason why a plentiful supply of deer and a 
hunting seasom go naturally together is really not hard 
to explain. People who spend their lives studying the 
ways of the wilderness know that the numbers of any 
wild bird or animal are chiefly controlled by three 
factors: the range which is available for each particu- 
lar species and the amount of food and cover which 
this range provides. Other things enter in; hunting 
pressure by man, predation by other birds and ani- 
mals which use this particular species for food and 


+ the like. But the real keys to wildlife populations lie 
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in the over-all range, the food and the cover.

as it is of our Bobwhite quail or, on a continent-wide 
scale, of wild waterfowl. ck in the d when white 
men first came to settle west of the Mississippi, the 
area now embraced within our state boundries prob- 
ably supported between 500,000 and 1,090,000 deer. 
These were widely distributed across the prairies, in 
woodlands along the water courses and ughout 
the big timber country of the Ozarks. As more of this 
land was put to use, the range for the whitetails dwin- 
dled. First they disappeared from the prairie as these 
level grasslands went into cultivation. As human pop- 
ulation multiplied along the rivers, the deer were 
driven from the small bits.af woodland cover which 
remained. At last even the forested hills knew the deer 
herds no more as saw and ax harvested the virgin 
oak and pine and this was followed by clearing for 
mountain farms and burning and hard grazing of the 
cut-over lands. By the end of the 1920s, deer had 
almost disappeared from the entire state; a condition 
which closed seasons seemed not to remedy at all. 

The thing which started the whitetails on the road 
back in Missouri was actually the growing interest in 
conservation. Early in the 1930s we established the 
Clark and Mark Twain National forests in the Ozark 
counties which put 2,000,000 a of cut-over land 
under good timber management for the first time. 
Fire was brought under control, grazing cut to a rea- 
sonable point, thousands of acres improved by rosnavel 
of poor species of second growth and the ing of 
old cull trees, In time, these rotted and fell to return 
humus to the forest floor and speed the growth of 
young timber. Wherever this “release” work was done 
or where stands of usable timber ware harvested for 
the saw mill, the openings thus created grew up in 
good deer-foed plants that had formerly been starved 
out by second-growth serub. 

x *« * 

AT THE SAME TEME, Missouri created its non- 

litical Conservation Commission with an interest 
n and responsibility for all the wild resources of the 
state. It also began @ campaign for forest fire control 
on private lands, better timber use, scientific wildlife 
management and conservation education, Refuges 
were created where seed stocks of deer could multi- 

ly undisturbed; and when numbers had grown suf- 
iclently, the Commission instituted a program of 
trapping and release of deer in suitable areas through- 
out the entire state. This program has been in effect 
for about 20 years, with the result that deer are seen 
today in every county in Missouri and are present in 
sufficient numbers most counties te provide an 
open season. 

The progress of the deer restoration program is all 
the more remarkable when we recall that in the space 
of less than 100 years, deer numbers in Missouri had 
declined from perhaps 750,000 to 3000 or even less. 
And the re-opening of a hunting season for deer came 
about not merely because sportsmen wanted it, but 
because a substantial annual harvest soon became 
absolutely essential te the continued health of the 
herd. Ordinarily, under conditions of a bountiful food 
supply, about 650 per cent of does will drop twin 
fawns in a given year. And this means that poten- 
tially the herd can double about every three years, 
so that 2500 deer in 1936 could become 160,000 deer 
by 1954—and by 1957, $20,000 deer. 


* * 

UNDER WILDERNESS CONDITIONS, the herd is 
kept in check by natural predators such as the wolf 
and panther and by the changing pattern of weather, 
food, cover and range. Thus it seldom gets out of 
hand. But when man steps in, the picture changes 
radically. Ali of the natural tors are d out 
and other conditions are controlled. The h keeps 
growing until, literally, it explodes. Overnight there 
takes place what the wildlife men call a “population 
eruption” and suddenly the range, food and cover are 
no longer sufficient to care for the numbers of deer. 
Then several unpleasant things happen, as ence 
in many states has taught us. The deer can't spread 
out, because there is no range to spread into, Food 
supplies become insufficient and first the fawns and 
then the adult deer begin to starve. Ofte

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


F you've ever spent much 
| time in a fireplace you'll 

know without our saying that 
It oe pretty hot there when 
ag is roaring. In fact 
it geta so hot that after a period 
of time the firebricks which are 
used to line the inside of the 
fireplace start to crumble and 
the fireclay that holds them to- 

ether begins to fall out. This 
s about the time that you 
should do something about the 
matter for once things begin 
to go, they can go fast. 

First thing to do is clean out 
the fireplace so that you can 
get in it and see what's goi 
on. Take a wire brush an 
brush down the inside te expose 
any cng peeves joints or 
crumbling bricks. Use an old 
screwdriver, small cold chisel 
or @ similar tool te remove any 
of the loose mortar from be- 
tween the bricks, Bricks that 
have cracked or are falling 
apart should be removed. This 
can be done by cutting out the 
mortar. If the surface of the 
bricks is crumbling, brush them 
down with a wire brush until 
you've got a solid surface. 

When you get around to put- 
ting things together, you'll need 
firebricks if some have been 
removed and some fireclay. Or- 
di cement mortar isn't good 
for this job because it can't 
stand the heat. Neither can 
common bricks. 

The new firebricks should be 
set into place after the fireclay 
has been spread over the faces. 
After the brick is in place, pack 
the mortar inte the joints so 
that they are filled. Fresh fire- 
clay should be packed into 

oints where the old mortar has 

een removed. The same fire- 
clay can be used to resurface 
any of the bricks that were 
wirebrushed down to remove 
loose material from the surface.

Who Goofed First? 


N editor calls attention to 
A the current slang phrase, “I 

goofed,” and asks for infor- 
mation on its origin and his- 
tory. Well, despite widespread 
popular belief, it’s almost nev- 
er possible to decide just who 
first uttered a word or phrase 
that achieves wide popularity in 
the slang idiom. 


Many students of language— 
especially those  high-domed 
pundits for whom the American 
language is not a native tongue 
—credit Damon Runyon with 
creating a great many popular 
slang terms. Yet Dr. S. Steph- 
enson Smith, one of the genuine 
authorities in this area, tells 
me that Runyon actually cre- 
ated only 96 slang words and 
phrases. And, of these, not 
more than two or three have 
gained any degree of popu- 
larity. 

In. the case of “I goofed,” it 
seems clear that the comedian 
Jerry Lewis can be credited 
with popularizing it through 
his frequent repetition of the 
phrase in motion pictures and 
on television. 


But Lewis didn’t create the 
phrase. Far from it. For goof 
as a noun meaning simpleton 
has been common in the United 
States for at least 40 years. 
Some scholars believe it orig- 
inated as a colloquial of “goff,” 
an obsolete word meaning dolt 
or stupid fellow. 


Very likely the presently pop- 
ular phrase “I goofed,” meaning 
“I made a foolish mistake,” had 
its origin in this earlier noun 
meaning. During World War 
JI, the phrase “goof off” was 
widely popular in two senses: 
to shirk onerous assignments 
and to make a mistake. “I 
goofed” has been recorded as 
long ago as 1946 and probably 
was current during the war as 
a streamlined variant for “I 
goofed off.” 


It appears, then, that we can 
credit the ever-fertile imagina- 
tion of the American service- 
man for first evolving the terse 
and expressive “I goofed.”

“It's that ‘God quest’ I spoke

Billie was one of those who 
made the most of her oppor- 
tunities.

She fol- 
lowed the “real” children into 
churches and libraries and when 
she found they were free, she 
stayed.

I couldn't 
pass up anything that was free. 

“Then I: found a church and 
it was beautiful, and I thought 
I might as well stay in a beau- 
tiful place as long as possible, 
so I followed the other children 
into Sunday School classes. The 
music was lovely. The first time, 
no one spoke to me, but as I 
went back I made friends. And 
then it was more beautiful than 
ever.”

A St. Louis Honeymoon on Ice 
Hollywood Revue Skating Star Here With Her Husband of Three Weeks

ONEYMOONING in St. 
Louis today with her Swed- 
ish-born husband—an ama- 


teur hockey star whom she met 


on the ice—Gundi Busch had 
another good reason for being 
grateful that her dad put her 
out in the middle of an ice rink 
16 years ago and left her to 
“sink or swim.” 

Gundi obviously didn't sink. 
In fact, although she hadn't 
been on ‘Skates before, she 
showed such strength in her 
ankles and such ability to stand 
up on the ice more than she 
sat down that a skating teacher 
signed her as a pupil and start- 
ed her toward her professional 
career. 

Six years later, by the time 
she was 10, she had won the 
little bronze, the bronze, the 
silver and the gold medals for 
excellence in figure skating in 
European competition.
